Another Hotel Calam ity. 
G re en v ille (Tex ), April 7th.—About 2 
o’clock thi* morning the end of a three-story 
brick hotel fell, burying tha inmates between 
its wall*. Fifteen persons are known to have 
been killed. A few escaped unhurt. Tha 
tnlns took firs and many bodies wera roasted 
in the flames. Greenville has no firs engine, 
and a dispatch was sent to Sherman for tha 
fire department f r relief. A bra engine ar­ 
rived by a special train and prevented the 
spread of the flames. Up to 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon fiva bodies were taken from the 
ruirs, but were charred beyond recognition. 
The folio xing is tbe list of the lost, as far rs 
known : R. R. Neal, Mrs. N. E. Pruitt, 
George D. Prjiitt. tha proprietor of the ho­ 
tel; F. D. N. Riley, J, E. Ford, Frank 
West, J. W. Davis, Louis Chancy and five 
negroes. The building was erected within 
tho past year, and had been for some time 
considered unsafe, the walls being very light. 
Another account says thirteen persons were 
killed. Added to the list of dend are Louis 
Albert, jeweler, and a man Earned Hiil. 
Fifteen occupants escaped. One, J. D. Tur­ 
ner, was terribly mangled and may die. The 
piteous woils of the in prisoned and burning 
victims, to whom no hand could reader assist­ 
ance, wt re heart-rending. 
A number of buriueng firms aojei_ing were 
burned out. The remains that have been 
taken from the ruins so far are simply chunks 
of burned flesh, nnrecTgnizabre. All busi­ 
ness houses are closed. 
Tno f '¡lowirg perished : 
Mrs. N. F. 
Prims, George Pruitt, Miss Lou Davis, 
Frsnk West, Gapt&in D. N. Riley, William 
Denton, B. R. Neal, Lcuis Albert, Mr. Hill 
and John Ford. Several bodies have been 
recovered. Among them are those of Mrs. 
Pruitt and MÍS3 Davis. The others are so 
charred as not to be identified. 
The Funeral of Peter Cooper. 
New Y ork, April 7th.—As the hour cf the 
Peter Cooper funeral services approached the 
crowd in the neighborhood of the church in­ 
creased and additional police were sent for. 
The police hnd no difficulty iu preserving 
order, for the people were weil conducted. 
All tho seats in the church not reserved for 
the family, friends and delegations ware filled 
at anon, and many secured standing-room in 
tho re-.r of ihe church two hours before the 
services bagan, at tho conclusion of which the 
remains were interred in Gre<nwood Ceme­ 
tery. The balls of the city were tolled a* the 
great procession moved to the ferry, where it 
was di-mi=sed. 
It seemed a* thongh the 
population of New York not iu the proeesri n 
had gathered on the sidewalks aDd respect­ 
fully uncovered as the body was borne past. 
Only one carriage, containing the male mem­ 
bers of Cooper's family, accompanied the 
body to the cemetery, where it was deposited 
in the vault.

The Flood* on the Yistnln. 
D antzic, April 7th.—Several steamers, at 
great risk, c-ffected a passage through the ice 
at the month of the Vistula to-day, sf:er an 
attempt had failed to break the ice by hand 
grenades. Tbe waters have since commenced 
falling, and the danger to this port and the 
stares ot lumber here, valued at £750,000, is 
considered averted. There was another large 


stoppage in tha ice to-day below Di: cchau, 
and au accumulation 6,000 meters long is re­ 
ported bslnw the town cf Tharn. The vil­ 
lages of Bobnsack and Neufaeter, and a por­ 
tion cf the Dantzic causewav, are still sub­ 
merged by the overt! jw of the Vistula. Thera 
are four breaches iu the embankment of the 
river above the village of Plehendorf. One 
them extends five hundred meters. Most of 
the villagers have sought refuge in adjacent 
towns.

In a very few da^s more the new public 
school law will go into operation. 
The 
provisions of the Act are of great impor­ 
tance, aud they should be made effective 
w ith ail reasonable speed. 
The purpose of 
tho new law is to bridge the gap between 
th e State University and the grammar 
course of the public school system. 
The 
desirability of this accomplishment it is 
wholly unnecessary to now consider, eince 
it is a m atter cf universal agreement. The 
plan'the new law provides for arriving at 
the desired result is simple, but it will be 
in< fleet!ve unless the people of the rural 
districts take bold upon it with vigor 
and 
a 
determination 
to 
give 
it 
a 
thorough 
trial. 
We 
have 
faith 
in if, and trust that it will be availed of at 
once. 
Preparations for coming under the 
operation of the law should begin im­ 
mediately. 
In cities High Schools now 
enable the children of ftoor or rich to pre­ 
pare for the University. 
In Sacramento 
the High School has been availed of by 
the people of moderate means and the 
poor, seven times where the rich have en­ 
joyed its advantages once. 
W e presame 
the same ia true of other localities. 
But 
oatside the large cities there are few High 
Schools, and the resident of the country is 
compelled, at heavy expsnse, to seed his 
children from home to fit them in a pre­ 
paratory course. 
U nder the new law, 
which goes into operation Apiil 28th, and 
th e law regarding joint action of districts, 
already in force, several contiguous school 
districts may unite aud establish a gram­ 
mar school and adopt a course of study for 
four grades that will prepare students to 
enter tho scientific departm ent of the State 
University. 
But this cannot be done ex­ 
cept by submission to the qualified electors 
of the districts. 
In meat districts there is 
a school fund somewhat in excess of local 
needs, but not sufficient for the mainten- 
a c c i of a “ High Grammar Grade.” 
By 
the union of the funds of several contigu­ 
ous districts, however, this can be effected 
w ithout any increase of hardens. 
The law 
alto permits any single district, if the 
electors so decide, to establish the new 
grammer grades independently, in which 
case the new grades are to tabe the place 
of the usual grammar grades.

State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Wm. T. Welcker, has issued a circular letter 
to trastees of all the public school districts 
in the State, in which is a copy of a law recAi- 
ly passed authorizing the *" Grammar School 
Coarse” of four years for the purpose of fit­ 
ting and preparing students to enter the sci­ 
entific department of the Stite University. 
The law has already been published in full in 
these columns. The letter from the State Su­ 
perintendent calls attention to the fact that 
whenever a district is financially able to em­ 
ploy, in addition to the necessary primary 
grads teaching force, at least one good gram» 
mar erada teacher, who is able to give good 
instruction in the studies required to prepare 
students for the University, and the people 
of the district shall eo elect, there will at once 
be established a system whereby the young 
people of that district may enjoy the benefits 
of their own free University. The requisite 
studies to be taught preparatory to the va­ 
rious departments in the University are spec­ 
ified, together yith the remark as to require­ 
ments for admission to the University that 
“ all examinations are conducted,in writing 
except such as must of necessity be oral, Ecch 
as reading and the pronunciation of a foreign 
language. Candidates must be at ieast six­ 
teen veara cf age. and must present certifi­ 
cates of good moral character.” 
The letter concludes as follows : 
It is feared bj some that four years after leaving 
the primary grade would not suffice to prepare 
students for the University. U this be irue the 
remedy wouid be found in the hands of tho County 
Superintendent of Schools and the Board of Educa­ 
tion. in grading and arranging the course of 
studies for those districts where the people shall 
elect to establish the grammar school course they 
couid move the line of demarcation up two years— 
giving two years longer to the primary grades with 
the correspoading increase of studies taken from the 
grade above, and leaving four years to the grammar 
course grade in which to prepare for the University. 
Even should the pupils never go to the University 
they will be immensely benefited by this broader 
culture. 
I have consulted with the President of the Uni­ 
versity, and through him with the Faculty, and find 
them disposed to do everything ia their power to 
facilitate the entrance of the young men and women 
of the State into ttiat institution. 
I learn from the 
President that the Faculty have just passed the fol­ 
lowing resolution: “ An applicant who has not 
been able to attend a school In which complete prep­ 
aration for the University is offered, and who passes 
a good examination on subjects one, two, three, 
four and fourteen, may be admitted to a partial 
courae in either of the Colleges of Science, with the 
privilege of gaining full standing whenever he makes 
up ills deficiencies." 
The Professor of English Literature announces his 
willingness to accept equivalents for the require­ 
ments laid down under subject fourteen, provided 
the equivalents receive his approval. It will be 
desirable, indeed in ail probability necessary, that 
his approval should be ohta ned at least a school 
y v if Itfore the applicant intends to present himseif 
for examination. 
President Reed says: “ The 
Faculty will, I am sure, extend to students ad­ 
mitted under the provisions of this resolution, and 
who show unmistakable ability and the disposition 
to do the work of the College he enters in a satis­ 
factory way, every reasonable consideration with re- 
sptct to deficiencies.” 
This measure is in nowise intended to interfere 
with High Schools in their work of complete prepa­ 
ration for any and all of the Colleges of the Univer­ 
sity, nor in their work upon their general course of 
scudies for these not intending to enter the Univer­ 
sity. 
it will he seen by examining requirements one, 
two, three, four, five, eleven, twelve, thirteen ami 
fourteen that it is possible in many of the districts 
throughout the State to prepare students to enter 
any of the scientific Colleges of the Ui iverstty. To 
enter the College of Letters, in either course thereof, 
requires eorne preparation in Latin or Latin and 
Greek and classical history and classical geography. 
These requirement?, it is apprehended, are not at 
tiie present time so easily attainable as those for 
the Colleges of Science; albeit the amount of math­ 
ematics required is not nearly so great as for tiie 
latter colleges. 
Finally, by the wise and liberal spirit animating 
the Faculty of the University, it has been rendered 
possible to enter that institution on a partial course, 
which may aft rwaids be filled out into a complete 
course, bringing a degree, by having a reasonably 
good preparation in grammar and composition in 
our own language ; of arithm etic; of algebra, to in­ 
clude quadratic or equations of the second degree ; 
geometry, up to solid geometry, or geometry of 
three dimensions ; English literature, to the limited 
extent described in requirement fourteen. 
I earnestly commend the serious consideration of 
this scheme, whereby the University may become 
the great beneficial institution which it was intended 
to be, to the teachers, educational authorities, and 
to tiie people of the whole State.

NEW 6FÉCIES OF GTNU3 HOMO. 


At the meeting of the California Acad­ 
emy of Science*, held on Monday evening 
last, Dr. H. W. Ilarkness presented some 
interesting facts of value to the world of 
science. 
He presented to the museum the 
lower jaw of an animal found in the sand­ 
stone of the Nevada State Prison quarry at 
Carson. 
This specimen, which was in a 
fine state of preservation, was pronounced 
by C. D. Gibson to be a species of machai- 
rodux, or saber-toothed tiger. 
The doctor 
called attention to the fact that Mr. Gibbes, 
in his report cpon the Carson footprints, 
hsd referred to one series of the tracks as 
having evidently been made by the above 
mentioned animal. 
This ia a magnificent 
and valuable specimen from a scientific 
point of view, and Dr. Darkness was for­ 
tunate in securing it for a California insti­ 
tution. 
I t was feared by scientists of the Pacific 
coast that upon the retirem ent of Mr, Gar­ 
rard from the control of the Nevada State 
Priscn, all interest of the authorities in 
this stoiehouse of fossils would cease. 
He 
was happy to be able to state that such 
fears are unfounded, as the present W arden, 
Frank Bell, shows the liveliest interest in 
all the scientific questions involved, and is 
eager to assist the Academy in their in­ 
vestigations of this moBt interesting discov­ 
ery. 
By far the most 
im portant 
Bubject 
brought to the attention of the Academy 
by Dr. Harkness was, however, his descrip­ 
tion of a new species of th8 genus homo. 
It will be recollected th at some months 
since Dr. Harkness described to the Acad­ 
emy the fossil footprints of the Carson 
quarry, and submitted drawings and casts 
of the footprints of what was apparently a 
man. 
The subject has attracted great atten­ 
tion in the scientific world, at home and 
abroad. 
As to the human footprints there 
was some difference of opinion among sci­ 
entists. 
Dr. Darkness has, however, made 
still more careful examinations of the 
trackB since that time, and his later ob­ 
servations fully confirm his previous opin­ 
ion th at the tracks are those cf a hitherto 
undescribed species of the genus homo. 
A t the meeting the other night he subm it­ 
ted the following description of the new 
species: 
' 
Homo Nkvadrnsis (Harkness).—Length of track, 
18} inches; width at I lie bill if the f iqt, 8 inches; 
width of hee!, tiluches; average length of step, 27 
inches ; length of stride, 54 inches ; width of track­ 
way, 18 inches, as nea?um l from the center of the 
sautial to the center of the corresponding one. An­ 
gle with the median line, about 15'. Each track is 
being modified in form by a candai or other protec­ 
tion to the foot. 
Dr. Harknces also gave a name to a new 
species of wolf, the tracks of which are 
seen at the same quarry. 
The provisional 
name is Cania Carsonicus. 
There ia no doubt th at this discovery 
will lead to still further discussions in the 
scientific world. 
A cew species of the 
genus homo ia not a “ find” like a new 
planet or ordinary natural history speci- 
mtu. 
The “ Nevada m an ” will attract 
attention all 
over the 
world. 
Exca­ 
vations in the quarry still continue. 
In 
view of the fact that they have found the 
teeth of the saber-toothed tiger, the horse, 
and the mastodon’s tusk and jaw, and a 
horse’s jaw, it is not improbable that still 
more interesting finds will yet be made.—
